Copy thoſe Paſſages are cited. The Engliſh may be a faithful Tranſlation 
from the Dutch Copy publiſhed in Holland; but confidered as a Tranſlation 
from the French Copy, which this Memorial was intended to anſirer, and 
which, being tranſmitted by their: High Migbtineſſes Order, is, as between the 
two Nations, the Original, it is in general very inaccurate.

Lord Bute, of the 6th of October laſt, from whom we at the ſame Time re- 
ceived a Copy of a Memorial preſented to his Lordſhip by Mr. Hop, late En- 
voy extraordinary from the States General, and likewiſe a Copy of a Paper deliver'd 
to his Lordſhip with the ſaid Memorial, being the Report made by the Directors of 
the Dutch Eaſt-India Company to their High Mightineſſes, concerning what paſſed

Sir Joſeph York, the 14th of Auguſt, 1760, and to a Paper which accompanied it, 
entitled A Memorial of Facts, being an Extract of a Letter from our Preſident and 


Council at Bengal; We have taken the Contents of the Papers thus tranſmitted to 


us into our moſt ſerious Conſideration, and have endeavoured to inform ourſelves 


by every Means in our Power of the real State of thoſe Tranſactions; and we now 


beg leave to lay before your Majeſty the Reſult of o our Enquiries on the various 
Subjects introduced by the ſaid Report. | 


Tux Gentlemen Directors of the DutchCompany have in this theirReport thought 


ft to bring together a variety of Facts, Obſervations and Arguments, tending not 
only to exculpate their Servants in India from the Charge contained in the Memo- 


rial of the 14th of Auguſt, of committing Hoſtilities againſt the Engliſh in 


Bengal, which was the only Subje& whereon their High Mightineſſes the States 


General, by their Reſolution of the ſame Date, appear to have deſired Information; 
but likewiſe to recriminate. and retort that Charge, and even to introduce and 


give a Colour to other Complaints, no way relative to the Contents of the Engliſh 


Memorial ; all which we will in turn endeavour to elucidate, not doubting but to 


make it appear, that thoſe Complaints, and the Juſtification attempted againſt the 


Charge contained in the ſaid Memorial, are equally void of Foundation in Truth

Ir! is true that the greater Part of this Armament did touch at Negaparam before 
it proceeded to Bengal. It is likewiſe true that, while it was preparing, the Govern- 


ment of Bitavia gave out and labour'd to have it underſtood, that it was intended 


for the Coaſt: And if they had a further or a different Object in view, they 
induſtriouſly endeavoured to keep that ſecret ; fo induſtriouſly, that the very Com- 
manding Officer, Colonel Rouſſel, as he afterwards aſſured Governor Clive, did not 
know till he arrived at Negapatam that he was to. go further, But whoever inclines 
to ſuſpect that Bengal, and not the Coaſt of Choromandel, was the real and ultimate 
Object of this Armament, notwithſtanding what was then and is now pretended, will

'Coviy the Governor of Negapatam have done this under Orders to employ the 
2vbole for the Protection of the Settlements under his Care from the Violences and 


Vexations to which they were expoſed in Conſequence of the War, and when that 
was done and the Circumſtances ſhould no longer abſolutely require the whole Number, 
then, and mot before, to ſend not the whole but a Part of thoſe Troops to Bengal ?

Ws cannot conceal our Surpriſe at this Repreſentation of an 5 which from 
ourAdvices appears thus: On the 29th of November 1756, the Governor and Coun- 
cil of Fort St. George being apprehenſive that the French would, as they afterwards 
did, attack Fort St. David, and knowing the Situation of the Dutch Houſe at 


Teganapatam, which over-looked the Fort from a Hill at the Diſtance of about ſeven 


handred Yards, judged it impoſſible, as it apparently was, to defend the Fort if the 


French ſhould poſſeſs themſelves of this Houſe, and therefore to prevent a detri- 


mental Uſe of it, ordered it to be demoliſhed : © A Precaution, as the Dutch 
Directors on another Occaſion obſerve, equally allowed and indiſpenſible. Before 


this was done, however, they cauſed a Plan and Survey to be taken of it; and to 


prevent any real Cauſe of Complaint, apologized to the Dutch Factor for an Act 
which he admitted to be neceſſary, with a Promiſe to build him another Houſe after 


the War, and an Offer in the mean Time of a Houſe at Cuddalore, which is in the

deprived us of all our Settlement; on that Coaſt, except Fort St. George, which the

Wnar now becomes of the Argument drawn from the ſeeming Improbability 
of a Fleet deſtined for Bengal being firſt ſent to Negapatam, the ſole Support of the 
Aſſertion that Choromandel and not Bengal was the Object of its Deſtination ? 
The Advantage - actually derived from this Deviation fully explains the Batavian 
Governor's 1135 in directing it, and relieves us from the Neceſſity of thinking 
injuriouſly of his Underſtanding. We muſt however remark, that, conſidering the 
myſterious Manner in which theſe Tranſactions were conducted, a Circumſtance of 


this ſort could not N had much Wien though we had been unable to account 
for i it. 


Bur we do not rely on this negative Proof only, that theſe Forces were deſtined , 
for Bengal, The Report of their being ſo, which the Pretident and Council of Fort 
William mention in their Letter, without aſſigning their Reaſons for believing it, 
(not thinking it neceſſary, perhaps, after it had been ſo compleatly verified by the 
Event) and which the Gentlemen Directors of the Dutch Company therefore affect 
to conſider as an idle Report, ſpread apace after the Secret had once tranſpired, and 
was not only conveyed to Calcutta by our Servants from the different Parts of India, 
but was confirmed by ſeveral Gentlemen of Conſideration in the Dutch

Pe Infinuations, ies; as they were (ance had the Eogliſh | the Deſi gu 
imputed to them, what hindred them from carrying it into Execution, inſtead of 
ſupporting the Nizam in raiſing himſelf to that Dignity?) had at length, being 
often repeated, ſo much Effect, that they inclined him to liſten to their Propoſals; 
one of which was, that the Dutch ſhould bring into the Province a military Force 
to join his, and curb a Power which was repreſented as ſo dangerous. In conſe- 
quence cf this private Negotiation, we have Reaſon to believe Diſpatches were 
forwarded from Chinſura to Batavia, about the latter End of the Year 1758, which 
produced the Armament in Queſtion. But during theſe Tranſactions, and while the 
Nizam was doubting, whether he ought to conſider the Engliſh as Friends or Ene- 
mies, the Shahzada, F early in the Year 1759, advanced with a numerous Army to 
attack him; whereupon Governor Clive, not regarding, though well apprized of 
the Ingratitude with which the Nizam was half inclined to return the 9

confer'd on bim, readily marched to Patna in his Defence, to which he owed his 
Deliverance from a Danger that muſt otherwiſe have overwhelmed him. This was 
ſuch an Inſtance of F idelity and Attachment on the Part of the English, as mate him 
much aſhamed of having liſtened to any Inſinuations to the contrary. 


AFTER all this, when thi Report of an Armament coming from Batavia firſt 
reached Bengal, ſeveral Gentlemen of the Dutch F actory, according to our Advices, 


not only acknowledged, that they expected it, but frequently boaſted, that when it 


arrived, they, and not the Engliſh, would thence forward give Laws to that Part of 
the World; and we have now before us Letters and other Papers,“ informing us, 


that the Dutch, in ſeveral Parts of India, while the Event was in ſuſpence, and even 


at Batavia, after the Fleet had failed, talked of this Armament as intended againſt 


the Engliſh, according to ſome, to drive them from Bengal, and e to others, 
they were not to eſcape ſo well, 


THrarT a Report ſo confirmed and pointed, of the Approach of an 1 Armament, 


conſiſting of more than double the Number of Troops, both Europeans and Buggueſe, 
the Dutch had ever there before, ſhould very ſeriouſly alarm the Government of 


Calcutta, will not be wondered at, when it is remembered, that at this Time they 


had Reafon to fear a Rupture between the two Nations in Europe; the Fleet was 


gonez and the greater Part of the Troops, which, in Conjunction with it, had ſo hap- - 
pily re-eſtabliſhed our Settlements in Bengal, were abſent at a very great Diſtance, 
ON an Expedition to Golconda; a conſiderable Party had been neceſſarily left at Patna 
and the Remainder, who compoſed the Garriſon, were altogether inconſiderable. 


All Circumflances conſidered, there never was perhaps a more favourable Juncture 
for the Execution of whatever Deſigns might be formed to the Prejudice of the 


Engliſh Setilements in Bengal; they had in ſhort every thing to fear, A ſcarce any 


Reldurees to hope for but what they found 1 in their own Abilities and RelViction. 


Vii theſe Citetihatites, the Preſident and Council of Fort William iſh 
perhaps have juſtified their Conduct, on Principles of Self-preſervation, if they had 
done what they could to oppoſe the Iatroduct ion of theſe Troops, though the 
Nizam, as well as the Dutch, had deſired it, had that Caſe happened. ;

ent ſome of their own Troops, w with thoſe of the Subah, to man the Batteries along 
the River, with Orders to ſtop and ſearch all Veſſels paſſing by, left they ſhould 


have Troops concealed in them.

The Troops only were recon- 
ducted to their Ships below: nor is it pretended that any Violence was offered 


them; or that they were any way ill treated, except in a ſingle Inſtance, which the

| their Factory, of the Names Zuydland: and Trembley z who, as they were returning 


with ſome Effects of the Company's from their Ships in the River, were, as they 
ſay, ſlop'd by the Commander of the Engliſh Garriſon, forced on Shore, and ill- 
treated; as were likewiſe ſome Mallays in the ſame Boat. The Fat from our 


| Advices appears thus: Theſe Gentlemen were the firlt who, in direct Violation 
of the Promiſe which the Directore and Council had made to the Nabob, were detec- 
ted in attempting to bring up Part of the Troops from the Ships in the River. 


When their Budge-rows came near the Fort, they were ſtop*d and boarded by the 
Enfign on Duty, with two or three Seapoys, who were aſſured by one of the two 
Gentlemen, that they had no Trcops on board; and that in the after- part of the 


Boat, the Door of which was ſhut, there were only Women, One of the Seapoys 


looking through, faw plainly there were armed Men : upon which the Engliſh Ofi- 


cer reproaching the Gentleman who had attempted to deceive him, deſired he 


_ would open the Door. Not content with ref ing to part with the Key, but angry 
perhaps at the Expoſtulation, he ſtruck the Officer; who in return put them both 


under Arreſt, and carried them aſhore, dif; patching inſtantly a Meſſenger to Gover- 
nor Clive, with this Account of the Fact, and deſiring his Orders. On the Return 


of the Meſſenger the ſame Evening, they were both, by the Governor's Order, 
ſent back to their Budge-rows and releaſed, In the mean time the Seapoys open'd 
the Door, and diſcovered eighteen Buggueſe concealed in the Boat, one of whom 
attempted to ſtab a Centry on opening the Door, which he could only avoid by 


throwing himſelf on the Deck. Upon this they were likewiſe carried aſhore and 
confined till next Morning, when they were conducted down the River, and landed 


as near the Ship they came from, as the Party eſcorting them could ſafely approach, 
This is our Account of this Incident, the only one in this Part of the Caſe wherein

Ir we are right, in thinking che hoſtile Seizure of our Ships by the Dutch on 


the 14th of November ſo diſtinguiſhable from the precautionary Meaſures con- 
certed and executed by the Engliſh before that Time, as to receive no Colour of 
Juſtification from thence, perhaps this Queſtion need be purſued no further : even 


the Juſtification of thoſe Meaſures, on our Part, conſidered only as relative to this 
Queſtion, might be ſpared us. This, however, for another Reaſon that will appear, 


we ſhall not omit, But, before we proceed to it, we will ſtate ſome previous Pro- 


ceedings of the Dutch, in order, among other Purpoſes, to ſhew that the Tranſac- 
tion of the 14th of November was not a raſh and unadviſed Step; the Light in 
which the Dutch Commiſſaries repreſented i it on the Treaty, in order to have ſome 


Colour of Excuſe ; but, on the contrary, the Reſult of Premeditation, e 
and Deliberation. 


THAT, on the firſt Intimation of the Approach of this Armament, the Nizam 


ſent the Dutch a Perwanna + forbidding ic—That the Directore and Council of 
Chinſura returned him a ſolemn Promiſe of Obedience That on the Arrival of 


the firſt Ship he repeated his Perwanna, and they their Promiſe, with an Aſſurance, 
that ſhe would ſoon depart, waiting only for a Supply of Water and Proviſions 
are FaRs ſtated in the Letter, and not denied in the Report, Their Proceedings 


however very ill accorded with their Promiſes. Inſtead of ſending the Ship away, 


they attempted all poſſible Means to diſembark and bring up their Troops. In this

of Affairs. Whilſt he was there, the reſt of the Pete Armament arrived; and 


the Government of Calcutta now heard from all Quarters of their Preparations for 
Hoſtilities. Even their Friend Coja Wazeed, who was then at Houghly, informed 


the Nabob in a Letter about this Time, Thar the Dutch had relinquiſhed all 


Thoughts of Trade for the preſent, and employed themſelves Day and Night 
« ſolely in repairing their Forts, ec.“ The Nabob now appeared inclined to treat 
them with great Rigour, and actually propoſed to the Preſident and Council to expel 
them from his Country for ever. This the Preſident and Council conſtantly oppo- 
ſed ; the Preſident repreſenting to him that, though the Behaviour of the Dutch 
had been, 1 in many Inſtances, unkind and ungrateful, yet, as the two Nations were 
in Amity in Europe, they had not the leaſt Deſire to diſturb, much le ſs deſtroy, 
their Trade; that the Continuance of theſe Diſturbances would be as prejudicial to 


the Intereſts of the Company, as to the Tranquillity of the Country; and, in fine, 


that nothing would give him more cordial Satisfaction, than a ſolid and laſting 
Reconciliation, to which he, with the reſt of the Council, were ready to contribute 


to the utmoſt of their Power. 


In Conſequence of this Deſire in the Engliſh, to reſtore and eſtabliſh the Peace 
of the Country, the Subah left Calcutta in the ſame Diſpoſition, declaring he 
would admit the Dutch to an Audience, and hear what they had to propoſe. For 


this Purpoſe he ſtaid ſume Time at Hovghly in his Return, where their Deputies 


had frequent Acceſs to him; but inſtead of co-operating to that deſirable End, 
they abuſed the Favour the Government of Calcutta had procured them, and tried 


all poſſible Means, not only to prevail on him to withdraw his Prohibition, but, by 


groundleſs Surmiſes, bold Aſſertions, and artful Inſinuations, to turn his Reſentment 


on thoſe, to whom they owed the Opportunity of making this ungrateful Return. 


To this end they magnified the Power and Influence of the Engliſh ; hinted that the 


Difficulties he felt in raiſing Money to pay his Froops were ſolely imputable to them; 


that they were the Cauſe of the general Poverty and Diſtreſs of his Country; and 
that he would ſoon be incapable of oppoſing his Enemies, with an Aſſurance, that 
if he would favour them in this Inſtance, they would ever be at his Command; they 


even hinted at the Negotiation we have mentioned (which they actually called an 
Agreement) as having encouraged them to take this Step, and conclude with deſiring 


his Favour, as that without which they could not roo? out their Enemies. To 


; prove all this, we ſhall ſubjoin* the Directores Letters without reſerve. 


One of theſe Letters expreſſes a Notion, equally injurious to Truth and to the 


Nabob's Dignity, viz that his Prohibition aroſe from an Agreement he had been 
compelled to enter into with the Evgliſh whilſt at Calcutta, which they tell him he

and it appears, by the Beginning of the next, . he returned a FINE angry 
Anſwer to it. |

trary received a peremptory Refuſal, with an Aſſurance however of Protection in 
their Trade, they pacified the Nabob by repeating their Promiſe, that the Ships 


and Troops ſhould depart as ſoon as the Seaſon would permit, 


SATISFIED with this Aſſurance, the Nabob treated their Deputies with great 


Civility, gave them Keilants or Veſts of Honour, and then returned to his Capital, 


where an Apprehenſion of another Irruption of the Shauzada required his Preſence ; 
having firſt delivered to our Vaqueel a Copy of the Arzee or Petition ＋ preſented 
to him by the Dutch Deputies, and of his Auger which we ſhall ſubjoin. 


| Tus Government of Calcutta, knowing that the Reaſon aſſigned for the Dutch 
Ships ſtaying longer was falſe, as the Seaſon favoured an immediate Departure, 
did not give more Credit to the Promiſe than it deſerved. No ſooner was the 
Nizam gone than the Dutch Council pretended they had carried their Point with 
him, had his Conſent to bring up their Ships, and even expected his Aſſiſtance if the 


Engliſh oppoſed them; and their Deputics abuſed his Civility, by wearing and 


appealing to their Keilants, as a Confirmation of what they aſſerted. This had its 


Effect in creating Mifunderitandings and Jealouſies, in encouraging ſuch of their 


own People as were before unwilling to concur in their deſperate Projects, and in- 


timidating the Inhabitants of the Country, but it did not deceive the Government 


of Calcutta. They judged however from all this, that the Government of Chinſura 
were determined to perfiſt in their Scheme, which was confirmed by Intelligence, 


' that they were enliſting Troops in all Parts of the Country, and not content with 
theſe, had actually negotiated, ® even while the Nabob wes among them, with 


Monſicur Courtin, who had the Direction of what remained of the French, after 
the Reduction of their Settlements, defiring their Aſſiſtance againſt their common

„Wann this was going i in the Inland Parts of the Country, ſome of the Connel 
of Chinſura were employed in drawing and peſtering the Government of Calcutta 


with long and unintelligible Remonſtrances, intending perhaps to embarraſs them 
and divert their Attention, from the Danger that threatened their Lives, as weil as 
the Settlements under their Care, to an ill timed Defence of their Conduct. The 


Preſident and Council of Calcutta did not think this a Seaſon for Altercations of that 


| ſort; well knowing, that other Members of the Council of Chinſura were at the 


very Time employed in gaining Intelligence of the State of our Works, and the 

Diſpoſition of our T roops, ſending Spies into our Fortreſſes, debauching our Soldiers, 
and tempting them to deſert, and forming Plans of Attack on the Iatelligence 
thus procured. A very full Report of this Kind was made to the Directore in a 


Letter of the zth of November from Mr. Schevichaven, one of the Council of 


Chinſura (and with Mr, Vernet, the principal Authors of this Enterprize) which 


he prefaces by ſaying he left Chinſura for theſe Purpoſes, on the firft of that Month, 


lays down a Plan for a Storm, and concludes with an Offer of his Perſon to be further 
employed in the intended Expedition. Of this Letter we ſhall ſubjoin ® a Copy, as alſo 
of a Plan for the Attack of Calcutta, and of the Reſolutions of a Council of War held 
on board the Uliſſingen the 15th, ſettling the Method of attacking our Ships, clearing 
the Shore, and diſembarking the Troops, aſſigning to each Ship its Station and Em- 


| ployment, and providing againſt every. Incident that could be foreſeen as likely to 


happen i in ſuch an Enterprize. 


THESE 8 (the Originals of which were found in a Pocket · Book belonging to 


Colonel Rouſſel, the Commanding Officer, on the Field of Battle) afford full Proof 


that the Hoſtilities afterwards committed were not accidental or involuntary, but 
the Conſequence of previcus Reſolution ; and the firſt proves further, that this 


Reſolution was formed much earlier, and fixes the Imputation of an hoſtile Intention, 


at leaſt as far back as the iſt of November; that the Seizure of our Ships there- 


fore, on the 14th, was not the Conſequence of any ſuch Reſolution, as is ſtated of 


the roth, or even of the Paper of the 7th, which in the Report is called a Proteſt, 
though (as well from its Contenis as from its being communicated, as mentioned in 


the Report, to all the other Europeans ſettled in Bengal) it ſeems rather a Decla- 


ration of War; but that, whatever Reſolutions or Declarations of that ſort there 


were, they, as well as the actual Hoſtilites which enſued, all proceeded fiom a ſettled 
Intention of a much earlier Date. It appears then that the Hoſtilities intended and

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FER by the Dutch were ſuch as could not be juſtified by the prior Ads of the 


Engliſh, even ſuppoſing thoſe Acts themſelves unjuſtifiable. On the contrary, if the 
_ Engliſh, either in ſtopping or ſearching their Veſſels, or in ſending back the Buggueſe, 
found on board, or in any other Part of their Conduct, had acted improperly, the 


very Treaties they now ſtrangely appeal to point out their proper Remedy, and 


expreſly condemn and prohibit that to which they thought fit to reſort. The Article 
of the $th of March, 1675, which they cite largely and ſeem to rely on, expreſly 
provides that, In caſe any Difference ſhall ariſe, or any Injury or Violence

Firſt, Taz, the Datch cim an unlimited Right of ſending Troops to Bek 7 
and they make it out thus: The Mogul, ſay they, is the Sovereign of the Country, 
and we derive from him, under repeated Phirmaunds, a Right to a free Navi- 
e oation of the Ganges to bring in Troops and Effects to our F actories, and to carry 
* them from thente to other Places,“ and this Right we cannot be deprived of 
without infringing the Phirmaunds of the Great Mogul, which the Nabob, who is 

wy Governor of a Province, is not authorized to do. 


As this Claim reſts wholly upon Phirionds Rom ile Mogul, it is obvious that 
the Gentlemen Directors ſhould have annexed to their Report authentic Copies of 
ſuch Phirmaunds, as ſome Evidence of their Exiſtence, Not to rely on the Impro- 
bability of the Mogul's granting an unreſtrained Right of bringing Foreign. Troops 
into his Empire, a Right ſo apparently tending to ſubvert it, or even any Troops 
by which his own Authority or that of his Viceroy, which is in Effect his own, 
might be diſputed; we who know ſomething of the Phirmaunds granted to Eu- 
 Tropeans, the general Object of which is a Right to trade in the Moguls Dominions 
in common with his own Subjects, and even that under ſome Reſtrictions, take 
upon us to deny, that any ſuch Phirmaunds as ſuppoſed, authorizing the Introduc- 
tion of Troops, and taking from himſelf and the Governor of the Province (as the 
Gentlemen are pleaſed to call the Nabob) the Right of allowing or prohibiting 
ſuch a Meaſure, does or ever did exiſt: And in this Aſlertion be difputed, we call 
on them to e it. 


TRE Gentlemen Birger in hopes to obtain a Colour for this Claim by the 
Anſwer, aſk by what Right we brought the Troops into Bengal, which we had 
there before the breaking out of the Troubles. - We do not clearly underſtand, 
whether they mean to ſpeak of the Troubles occaſioned by the Tyranny of Souraja 
Doula, or thoſe u hich were the Conſequence of their Armament, It the former, 
we anſwer, that we, as well as the Dutch Company, have generally had a fmall 
Military Force there for the Protection of our Settlements and Servants againſt the 
Robberies and Riots fo frequent in that ill-ruled Empire; and neither the Mogul

hall ſtill anſwer without reſerve: and our Anſwer is, that they were ſent thither, 


not to diſturb or endanger the Tranquillity of the Country in Time of Peace, but to 


proſecute a War, the Juſtice of which, on our Part, is admitted. The Event of that 


War, and the Treaties which have ſucceeded it, have not only made it expedient, 


but have given us a Right to continue thoſe Troops, and to ſend more in whatever 
Numbers we think proper. Our Arms conquered large Tracts of Territories, ſome. 


Parts of which have, ſince the Times we are ſpeaking of, been ceded and confirmed 
to us by Treaties. By theſe Means, from having a Factory of Traders, without 


any Territory or territorial Right, reſiding in the Dominions and under the Pro- 
tection of the Subah of Bengal, we have acquired a Territory, to which we have a 


Right to convey Troops, and to defend which it is abſolutely neceſſary to do ſo. 


A Military Syſtem, though long in Die with the Dutch Company in other Parts 


of India, was never before acopted by us, The Change here, whether to our Ad- 


vantage or not, Time only can evince, was brought about without the leaſt Violation 
of the Rights of any other Narion, and the Meaſures producing it were rather of 


Neceſſity than Choice. The Rights we derive from it are accidental Advantages, 


if they are Advantages, of a ſucceſsful War, the Occalion of which we wiſhed 


to have been ſpared. Had not our old Rights been trampled on, and our Houſes 
and Effects plundered and deſtroyed ; had we not. been driven to take up Arms, 


to recover Satisfaction for the one and re eſtabliſh the other, as well as to revenge 
on the Tyrant the Loſs of ſo many of our Servants, whom he had coolly and wan-

who guided this Armament, had ſo far forgot their Duty as to perſiſt in an At- 
tempt, which, if not in itſelf illegal, was clearly ſo after an expreſs Prohibition 
from a Perſon, who (whether Sovereign, Viceroy, or even an inferior Magiſtrate, 
authorized to preſerve the Peace of the Country) had competent Authority to pro- 
hibit it, is there any Pretence to conſider the Engliſh, helping to carry the Laws of

which the Empire received, or rather the Subverſion of it, for it has never recovered, 


nor probably ever will, from the Irruption of the Perſians under Nadir Shah, has - 


fo far confirmed that Independence, that the Relation between the Nabob and the 
| Mogul is at preſent little more than nominal. The Nabob makes War or Peace 
without the Privity of the Mogul, and though there appear ſtill ſome Remains 


of the old Conſtitution in the Succeſſion to the Nabobſhip, yet, in Fact, that Sue- 


ceſſion is never regulated by the Mogul's Appointment, though the Perſon in 
Poſſeſſion is generally deſirous of fortifying a diſputed Title by the Mogul's Confirma- 


tion, which the Court of Delly, conſcious of its Inability to interpoſe more ſubſtantially, 


and deſirous of retaining an Appearance of Superiority, readily grants. The Nabob 


of Bengal therefore is 4 facto, whatever he may be de jure, a Sovereign Prince, or 


at worſt not a Viceroy, but a Tributary to the Mogul, there being ſome kind of 
Tribute ſtill conſidered as due from thoſe Provinces to the Mogul, though it rarely, 


if ever, finds its Way to Delly. It appears by the Directore's Letters that the 


Dutch as well as we conſider him in this Light. 


I Ir may not be improper to obſerve, that the Queſtion we are now upon. would

it material to examine thoſe Treaties more particularly, acknowledging, as we do, 
that whilſt our Sovereigns are at Peace, the Subjects of either State ate reſtrained by 


Treaties, as well as by the Law of Nations, from committing Hoſtilities againſt each 
other; nor do we think it neceſſary to ſcan the T reaty, under which the Nabob 


claimed our Aſſiſtance; but our Point is to examine and aſcertain the Motives and 


Grounds of ſuch 4 War, and theſe we muſt look for in the Complaints mg 


in the Report N the Nabob * Aly Khan. 


Tuar his Predeceſſor, Souraja Doula, was a Tyrant, whoſe ſhort Reign Was 


diſtinguiſhed by frequent and almoſt conſtant Acts of Injuſtice, Violence and Op- 
preſſion, not only againſt the Engliſh, but the Dutch, and all the other Europeans 
ſettled in thoſe Provinces, as well as his own Subjects, is a Truth which we believe 


will not be diſputed :' And yet it is obſervable that the Dutch Company brought no 


Armament to reſiſt him, but ſubmitted quietly. That not content with ruining our 


Trade, he actually, in the Month of June 1756, deſtroyed our Settlements, and put 
to death, with Circumftances of Barbarity and Cruelty, gteat Part of their Inhabitants, 
is notorious, The Dutch and other Europeans, all of whom we believe were called 


upon by the Tyrant to aſſiſt him in this unjuſt War, if ſuch an unprovoked Attack 


on a handful of Traders, incapable of reſiſting him, merits that Name, having them- 


ſelves fo often ſmarted under his Oppreſſions, know too well that the immediate 
| Cauſe he aſſigned for his Reſentment was one of thoſe Pretences which ſuch a Prince 
will never want, and therefore declined giving him the Afliſtance he required, not 

from any Regard to Treaties between their reſpective Sovercigns and his late Ma - 
jeſty, which the Gentlemen Directors would now have us underſtand to have been 
the Motive with the Dutch, but becauſe they had all a reaſonable Ground to appre- 


hend it would be their own Caſe in turn; nay, he had actually a Quarrel with the 


Dutch and French at that very Time, on Account of their having, as he ſaid, 
enlarged their Works round their reſpective Factories without his Leave, The

common Senſe, Indeed their common ' Intereſt, as well as their Alliance with us, 


required of them all not merely to forbear aſſiſting him, and quietly ſee him perpe- 


trating a Miſchief, to which their Aſſiſtance was not wanted, but to lay aſide an ill - 


timed Attention to little Quarrels among themſelves, and unite to reſiſt their com- 
mon Enemy. Had they done this, the Deſtruftion which befell the Engliſh would 
have heen prevented, and the Dutch and French Companies would have ſaved thoſe 
Sums which the Tyrant, who immediately turned his Arms againſt them, compelled 


them to pay him under the Name of a Fine; whether, as they ſay, for refuſing to 


aſſiſt him, or, as he himſelf afterwards repreſented it to our Servants, for enlarging 


their Works without his Leave. The Gentlemen Directors do indeed alledge, that 


their Servants gave ours all the Succour in their Power on that Occaſion, not - 
diſtinguiſhing, whether they mean to ſpeak of their Treatment of Individuals, or 
of their Attention to the Settlement, ſeeming therefore deſirous of being underſtood 
to ſpeak of both. That, after the Ruin of our Settlements, ſeveral of our Servants, 
who had eſcaped the Nabob's Fury, were, during the Interval between that Time. 


and the Approach of our Fleet under Admiral Watſon, treated with Friendſhip and 


Humanity by ſeveral Gentlemen of the Dutch Factory, is a Fact of which we are 
well informed: and Juſtice to thoſe Gentlemen, to whoſe good Offices thoſe Servants. 
of ours were ſo much indebted, requires from us all due Acknowledgments, This 
kind of Succour we hope our Servants in India always have, and we truſt they always 


will, on every Occaſion, afford to the Dutch and all who want it. Inhumanity never 
has been among the Characteriſticks of the Engliſh Company in India, any more 
than of the Engliſh Nation in any Part of the Globe. But that the Dutch at Ben- 


gal gave the leaſt Aſſiſtance towards the Defence of our Settlements there we deny. 
On the contrary, in Anſwer to Applications from Calcutta for Men and Ammuni- 
tion, the Ditectore and Council of Chinſura declared, that they were ordered to be 


neutral in all Diſputes with the Government, and even afterwards, when thoſe who 
eſcaped to the Ships requeſted a Supply of Proviſions from Chinſura, they were 
firſt promiſed, but afterwards, in Auguſt, told the Nabob had forbid it.

Inſtead of acknowledging this Benefit, the Gentlemen Directors affect to complain 
of the Government of Fort William, for not procuring them, by their Interpoſition, 
a Reimburſement of the Money which had been extorted from them, In the 
Treaty of Peace, the Stipulations were of courſe confined to the Complaints of the 
Parties at War; and fo treacherous and averſe to the Performance of what he had 
ſlipulated was this Tyrant, that, far from liſtening to Interceſſions from the Engliſh 
on Behalf of others, they had at laſt no other way of obtaining Satisfaction for their 
own Demands, or indeed of ſecuring themſelves againſt a fond Attack, as unpro- 
voked and as unwarrantable as the firſt, for which he was actually preparing, than by 
aſſiſting the People of the Country, whom he 825 equally e to depoſe him.

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to which muſt be his apprehended Preference of them, in conſequence of his fup- 
poſed Gratitude, in the Diſtribution of his Favours? Can it be pretended that rhe 
as of Nations in this Inſtance prohibit what the Laws of Nature poſitively com- 
mand? We admit we could not, under Colour of a Treaty with him, juſtify a Con- 
duct inconſiſtent with the Treaties ſubſiſting between your Majeſty and the States 
General: But is a Treaty, entitling him to our Aſſiſtance, in a Caſe ſo circumſtan- 
ced, any way inconfiſtent with thoſe Treaties? or, after having truly ſtated the 
Facts, and the Motives and Objects of all Parties, is it imputable, as an Inconſiſ- 
tency to us, that we defend the Nabob Jaffeir Aly Khan againſt an unjuſt Attack 
from the Dutch Company, after having inſiſted, as Admiral Watſon undoubtedly 
did, that they ought to lend no Aſſiſtance to the Nabob Souraja Doula againſt our 
Attack on him, which they allow to have been juſt? It is remarkable, that in the 
Letter they cite of Admiral Watſon, after telling the Government of Chinſura, what 
was the Object of the Armament he conducted, he inſiſts on the Juſtice of the Dejign, 
as the Reaſon why he perſuades himſelf he has no Oppoſition to apprehend from 
them or any other European Nation. It may be likewiſe worth obſerving, that we 
do not even now pretend to trace the Deſign of the Dutch Armament'further than 
to the Dutch Company's Government of Batavia; whereas in the Caſe of the Engliſh 
Armament, conducted by the King's Officers, and compoſed of the King? s as well 
as Company's Troops, the Government of Chinſura had clear Proof of its being a 
rational Meaſure. Does it follow then, that becauſe an Aſſiſtance in the Caſe laſt 
mentioned would have been, as it certainly would, a Breach of the Treaties be- 
tween the Republick and the Crown of Great-Britain, it muſt be ſo in the other 
| Caſe, under Circumſtances ſo totally different? We preſume to think the contrary 
follows, and that the fame Regard to Treaties and to Juſtice, which forbad the 
Dutch Company to aſſiſt Souraja Doula, required from us the Aſſiſtance we lent to 
Jaffeir Aly Khan; not that we had really concluded a Treaty, © intitling him to 
& expect Succours from us acainſt thoſe who had undertaken or ſhould undertake 
any Hoſtilitics againſt him, and even againſt all others who, on what Account 
ce ſgever, ſhould refuſe what he required of them, how unjaſt, ul grounded, or 
even tyrannical the Demand might be,” which in the Report is aſſerted to be 
the Subſtance of the Treaty as explained by Colonel Clive. That fuch a Treaty 
ſhould have been concluded, or that Colonel Clive ſhould fo repreſent it, ace 
equally incredible; and ſpeaking from our Advices as to the former, and having 
his Authority for the latter, we preſume to ſay, that both Parts of the Aſſertion 
are abſolutely falſe: On the contrary, we rely on the Injuſtice of the appre- 


hended Attack, as the Ground on which he claimed and had Reaſon to expect our | 
Aſſiſtance.

May our Servants then in the Caſe of an unjuſt Attack defend one Ally againſt 
another without Infract ion of the Treaties with either? Had the Ally to be defend- 
ed been an European, and this a Queſtion between our Sovereigns, there would 

have been no Doubt of it.+ But the Gentlemen ſeem to ſuppoſe his being an Indian 
varies the Caſe, they ſpeak of the Natives of the Country throughout, as if they 
were hardly Creatures of the ſame Species, and actually ſeem to doubt whether a 
Treaty, with what they call a Country Power, is any way obligatory on Europeans, 
in Caſes by which other Europeans may be affected. After declaring our Aſſent 
to the Maxim, that no ſuch Treaty will juſtify the Servaats of either Company in 
any offenſive hoſtile Act, in Violation of the Freaties between our Sovereigns, not 
' becauſe Treaties with Indians are not to be executed with good Faith and to their 
full Extent, but becauſe Treaties, requiring any Thing incompatible with thoſe of our 
Sovereigns are ſuch as, under the Powers delegated to us by our reſpective Charters, 
we are not warranted to make, and therefore if inadvertently made are really void, 
for want of Authority in the contracting Parties, we beg leave to add, that we always 


+ To aſſiſt others whom we ſee unjuſtly attacked, as far as we can do it with Safety, is a Precept of the 
Law of Nature, which ail Writers on the Law of Nations admit to be likewiſe a Precept of that Law 
whether with Grotius the Law of Nations is conſidered as diltint from the Law of Nature, or with 
Hobbes and Puffendorf as the ſame Law receiving this or that Name from its Application to the Caſe of 
Individuals or Communities. Where the Injured are our Friends or Allies, this is a Duty of ſtill higher 
Obligation.

To the ſamePurpoſe another eminent Dutch Lawyer of our own Times, Bynkerſhoek, in his Qgæſtiones 
Juris Publici, ſays, $i duo mibi feedirati ſe invicem aggrediantur ex fædere ſatisfaciam ti qui juſtam cauſam 
abet, for, ſays he, a Treaty requiring Aſſiſtance in War ſuppoſes, though it does not expreſs, the War, 
on the Part of the Ally who claims the Benefit of the Treaty, not to have ariſen cus culþ@ aut inj urid.

and, on the ſame Principle on which a Treaty requiring generally Aſſiſtance in War is to be conſtrued 
with an Exception of thoſe Wars wherein it would be unjuſt to aſſiſt, a Treaty requiring a general For- 
bearance of Aſſiſtance is to be underſtood as if thoſe Caſes in which that Forbearance wauld be unjuſt had 
deen expreſcly excepted. Although therefore there ſhould be found among ſuch of the many Treaties 
between Great Britain and the United Provinces as extend to India (for ſome of them, and particularly 
that of Breda, to which they now appeal, they have formerly contended do not) looſe Expreſſions, importing 
that the Subjects of either State were not to counſel or aid the Enemies of the other, this could not 
reſtrain the Company's Servants from aſſiſting, or engaging to aſſiſt, the Nabob againſt an unjuſt Attack. 
That the Dutch Company either do not think themſelves reſtrained in this Article, or if they do, diſ- 
regard the Reſtraint, appears moſt evidently in the general Tenor of their Conduct: a ſtriking Inſtance 
of which, to go no further, may be found in what is herein after mentioned of their Alliance with the

in the Character of Auxiliaries to the Sovereign of the Country. It was a Matter 
in diſpute between the two Companies, whacher the Son who made good his Pre- 
tenſions by their Aſſiſtance, or the Father, whoſe Claim (at leaſt the Son was 
made to believe ſo) had been favoured by the Engliſh, was the Sovereign. 
The Fate of Arms deciding this Queſtion in favour of the Son, it was alledged, thac 
the Servants of the Dutch Company thinking this a good Opportunity to promote 
their Schemes, with a View to which they bad: as was faid, raiſed the Quarrel be- 
tween the Father and Son, borrow'd the Name of the latter, as a Colour, to extir- 
pate, which they actually did, a rival Settlement.

Saltpetre, under an annual Rent of 25000 Rupees, and a Delivery of 


20000 Maunds of Petre at prime Coſt. The Acceptance of this Grant by our Ser- 


vants they complain of as injurious to them, and as inconſiſtent with that free 


Trade, to which they claim a Right under the Mogul's ene 


tion, that they do not operate to the Prejudice of any ſubſiſt ing Right or Uſage, 
much leſs of ſuch Rights as could not be aboliſhed without a conſiderable Diminu- 
tion of the Publick Revenues. Whatever Article of Trade therefore has been or- 


dinarily monopolized and granted in farm, it might be contended, may ſtill be ſo 
enjoyed and granted without Infringement of thoſe Phirmaunds: The Deſign of 
which was to admit European Traders to the ſame Freedom of trading with the 


Mogul's own Subjects, and ſurely not to a better. Now it is . moſt certain, that 


this Trade of Saltpetre, though we do not find it was ever before granted in

had his Endeavours ſucceeded, muſt have been fatal to us —From him our Servants, 
and thoſe of the Dutch Company likewiſe, were accuſtomed to purchaſe the Saltpetre 1 
they ſent to Europe, and this, though the Dutch Company now repreſent it as an 


Act of Oppreſſion, was then ſubmitted to, for any Thing our Advices mention to 
the contrary, without Complaint. Is it material then to them, if this Trade is 


farmed, whether we or a Merchant of the Country are the Farmer? ſurely not; 


unleſs our Servants had made a more prejudicial Uſe of it, which is ſo far from being 
the Caſe, that we learn from our Advices the Demands of the Servants of the Dutch 


Company have been conſtantly and regularly ſupplied, as far as the Quantity pro- 
duced, with a reaſonable Attention to our own Occaſions, would enable us to ſupply

in conſequence there will be as uſual enough of this Commodity to ſupply the De- 
mands of both Companies, conſent to wave whatever Right we may derive from 
this Grant to the Prejudice of the Dutch Trade, and allow the Servants of the 
Dutch Company to purchaſe Saltpetre for them when and as they pleaſe, inſiſting 
no further on the Grant than to reſtrain the Servants of the Dutch Company from

| The Conceſſion we now make, the Directors of the Dutch Company muſt conſider

Authority of ſome annexed Tranſlations of Letters in the Perſian Language from the

Maſter) they repreſent as having met with many Interruptions from the Gomaſtahs 
of other Moor Merchants who ſupply the Engliſh, It is ſurely too much to call 
upon us to anſwer for the Irregularities of the Gomaſtahs employed by. the Moor 
Merchants with whom our Servants deal, There is no Pretence that any European 
upheld them in the Inſtances complained of. It is not impoſſible that theſe People, 
taking Advantage of the recent Diſorders of the Government, and inſtigated by 
their Attention to their own Profit, ſhould make uſe of all Means, and Tome of 

them unwarrantable, to get. Bargains on which that Profit depends; but to ſuppoſe 
theſe Proceedings authoriſed or even connived at by the Engliſh, is what thoſe 
Letters do not warrant : On the contrary, the Letter Writers agree in contradicting 
that Notion, and in adviſing their Maſter, as what. ſeemed to them the propereſt 
Means of procuring Redreſe, to obtain Letters from the Engliſh, forbidding ſuch. 
Violences, The Gentlemen ſay that, on the Directore and Council of Chinſura's 
complaining to the Engliſh Preſident and Council, they denied their Knowledge of 
any ſuch Proceedings, but promiſed to give Orders concerning them. Indeed 5 
add unjuſtly, that they afterwards took no Account of this Promiſe; unjuſtly we ſay,

Ir i is true, as ſtated in the Raps that two Pilor Boats, ſent by the Government 
of Chinſura to the Mouth of the Ganges, in the Month of May 1758, were ſtopt 
and prevented from proceeding thither by the Government of Calcutta; and it may 
be true, though our Advices do not mention it, that they were ſtopt a ſecond time. 
"It? is true likewiſe that a ſmall Veſſel was Joſt in the River about the Time they men- 
tion; but it is as true that the Engliſh Pilots, who are by the Report repreſented to 
have looked on, when this Misfortune happened, without endeavouting to prevent 
"The. being charged with this Inhumanity by a Proteſt from the Government of Chin- 
ſuta, and Who, had they been gullty of it, deſerved, and would have met, the moſt 
rigorous Puniſhment, did, upon their Oaths, deny that they ever ſaw the Veſſel or 
bearck any of its Sigaals. It is true that the Government of Chinſura complained 
of the ſtopping theſe Pilot Boats, and proteſted for the Damages it might occaſion. 
The Reaſon of ſtopping them was this; ſome time before they were ſtopt the 
Preſident and Council of Calcutta, being jultly apprehenſive that the Abſence of the 
"Engliſh Fleet might tempt the French Admiral to conduct the Squadron he com- 
added to Bengal, and knowing that in that Event their only Hope of Safety con- 
ſiſted! in the Difficulty of navigating the Ganges, had Recourſe to all the Expedients 

in their Power to increaſe that Difficulty. ' With this View 'they "requeſted the Go- 
| vernment of Chinſura not to fend any Pilot Ships into Ballaſore Road, where the 
Pilots might be bribed or forced by the French to conduct their Fleet up the River; 
offering to the Government of Chiaſura at the fame time to take the Dutch Pilots 
Hh on board Engliſh Sloops, or to give "their own Pilots Orders to aſſiſt the Dutch Ships, 
* any ſhould. arrive. This tealonable Requeſt was rejected, and the Dutch Pilot 
Boats came down the River ; but the Government of Calcutta, thinking this a Step 
of the laſt Importance to their Safety, ordered them to be ſtop'd as has been men- 
tioned. The Government of Chinſura, more fond of diſplay ing on this and every 
Occaſion their Talents in drawing Proteſts than attentive to the real Intereſts of 
; their Principals, f ſtill refuſed to ſend any of their Pilots on board Engliſh Sloops : 7 
x whereupon, the Government of Calcutta, deſirous of doing every thing in their 
Power to prevent any ill Conſequence to the Dutch, gave Orders to the Engliſh 
Pilots to be equally careful of the Dutch Ships, if any ſhould arrive, as of thoſe of 
their own Nation. This continued till the 17th of June, when the Government: of 
Calcutta, jadging from the Advices then received, that che French Fleet was other- 
wiſe engaged, took off this Reſtriction the Moment they could do: it with Safety. 
In the mean while a violent Storm aroſe, and, unhappiſy, he Veſſel in queſtion, 
M —— attempting 
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attempting to come hs the River at that Tims, miſſed the Engliſh Ts and 
was loſt, 


Tar ſtopping the Dutch Pilot Boats was one of thoſe Acts, which in ie © Circom- 


ſſtances might have been juſtly complained of; but, in Caſes like this of imminent 


Danger, ſmall Infringements of the Rights of others, where apparently neceſſary to Self. 
preſervation, are, we apprehend, always allowed, An Incident, which has ſince happened, 
affords us a melancholy Proof (the Force of which we feel moſt ſenſibly) of the Expe- 

diency of this Precaution. For want of it in the late occefifol Atta of the French on 
our Settlement of Bencoolen, where, as well as at Bengal, our Servants founded their 
Hope of Safety in the Difficulty of the Entrance, the French Armament was actually 
conducted into the inner Harbour by a Dutch Pilot, without whoſe Aſſiſtance it was 
thought impoſſible for them to have found their Way. Allowable however as a 
 Mealure of this Kind appears to us to be, for the Reaſons we have mentioned, we 
. confeſs it is only ſo upon the Terms of doing every thing in the Power of thoſe, 
who are driven to the Neceſſity of uſing 1 it, to prevent conſequential Injury, as far as 
it can be prevented, and to repair it where it can not. The firſt Part of this Duty 
| our Servants certainly diſcharged, by the Offer which the Dutch Council would not 
accept, and by their Orders to their own Pilots. Whether a Caſe has happened in 
which they are to perform the ſecond is the Queſtion, Now if the Loſs of this Ship 
could have been prevented by the Dutch Pilots, in their own Boats, the Abſence of 
which was imputable to our Servants, and could not have been prevented by Dutch 
Pilots in Engliſb Boats, the Abſence of which was imputable to themſelves, the Loſs 
juſtly falls on us, as a Conſequence of our Servants ſtopping the Dutch Boats. But, 
if on the contrary the Loſs of the Ship is to be wholly imputed to the Sto:m, which 
| ſeems moſt proper (as it prevented the Engliſh Pilots ſeeing the Veſſel or hearing its 
Signals, and as it appear'd the Maſter of her knew the River as well as any Pilot he 
could have had, and had uſually come up without any ſuch Aſſiſtance, which the 
Engliſh Pilots ſuppoſed he now intended of Choice, from the Circumſtance of not 
bearing down, in the uſual Manner, to one of their Sloops, which he ſays he ſaw, 
though the Pilots deny their ſeeing him); or if it might have been prevented by 


Dutch Pilots in Engliſh Pilot Boats as well as in their own, which we ſee no Reaſon.

Report, and ſuch as can afford no Colour of Juſtification to the Violences committed 
by the Servants of the Dutch Company, which formed the Subject of Complaint, 
in the Memorial of the 14th of Auguſt, 1760. The Charge in that Memorial is 
well ſupported by the Letter to which it refers; and, in refuting the Juſtification 
attempted by the Report, we have given additional Support to moſt of the material 
Parts of that Charge. The Gentlemen Directors indeed impeach the Proof ariſing 
from the Letter by 2 Remark that the Authors of it are intereſted in the Caſe. 
This Remark is the more extraordinary, as, in the Account they give of thoſe Tranſ- 
act ions, many of the material Circumſtances reſt wholly on the Relation and Evi- 
dence of their own Servants; nor can we in general, in the caſe of Tranſactions 
ſo remote, have any other Proof than the Accounts tranſmitted to us by our reſpec- 
tive Servants, Where theſe Accounts vary, in thoſe Parts of the Caſe which reſt on that 

Evidence, Credit, as in all Caſes of extraordinary Evidence, muſt be given where, 
vuvpoa a judicious Conſideration of all Circumſtances, it appears to be due. The 
Probability of the Story, the Repugnance or Conſonance of the Facts in which they

agree with this or that Relation of thoſe wherein they differ, and the Degree of In- 
"tereſt from whence an improper Bias may ariſe, are Circumſtances which, where the 
Characters of the Witneſſes are equal, muſt have great Weight in that Conſideration. 
That the Preſident and Council of Calcuita, the Authors of This Letter, are intereſted 
in the Defence of their on Conduct, cannot be denied but that they had any In- 
tereſt of their own to ſerve, which could tempt them to ſuch a Conduct as is im- 
puted to them, is not pretended ; far other wiſe, the private Intereſt of ſeveral of 
them evidently lay another way, great Part of their Fortunes being at that time in 
the Hands of the Dutch Company, and of courſe endangered by every Step they 
took; and that any Intereſt of ours ſhould have led them to unprovoked Hoſtilities 


' againſt the Servants of the Dutch Company gannot be reaſonably inſiſted on, if j it be 
remembered that, when it was afterwards in their Power to have done what they 
pleaſed, they made no ſuch: Ule of that Power, either to our Advantage or to their 


Prejudice. On the other hand, the intereſted as well as hoſtile Views, which 
we render as the true Source of the Hoſtilities complained of, as they were unſuc- 
| ceſsful, muſt be judged of from all the Circumſtances on which we reſt that Impu- 
tation; and as, happily for us, it cannot be confirmed. ſo neither can it be refuted, 

by the Event. The Uſe which the Dutch Directors have throughout their Report 
made of this Letter, as Evidence. of whatever Circumſtances in the Tranſaction ſvit 


wich their Repreſentation of it, gives the whole the Authenticity they diff pute, and 


 ſhews it to be, what in truth it was meant to be, an impartial, Relation of the 
Facts, and not a guarded Narrative to be tranſmitted as the Foundation of a Memo- 
rial; a Uſe to which the Authors of that Letter could not foreſee it would be 


applied. 


We cannot conclude. üben declaring chat, far Gam 1 theſe Deſigns 


could have the leaſt Countenance from their, High Mightineſſes the States General, 


of whom we think with all due Re ſpect, we do not extend the Imputation to the 
Dutch Company, ſince thoſe Deſigns appear to us to be equally contrary to their 
true Intereſts and to ours. If it be true, as we have repreſented and believe, that 


the Dutch Trade in Bengal was, at the Time immediately preceeding theſe Hoſti- 


ties, carried on more freely and with leſs In: erruption than uſual (and we are aſſured 
their Returns were never more regular, nor their Laveſtments larger) what more 
could the Dutch Company defire ? The real Grievance, in the Opinion of the 
Council of Chinſura, if in theſe. Proceedings they thought at all of the Company 
whoſe Servants they were, was not that the Affairs of the Dutch Company! in Bengal 
were in a. worſe Slate than uſual, but that thoſe of the Engliſh were in a better, 
Whether they were right or wrong in the latter Part of this Opinion 1s immaterial ;

— They were 
brought here for the Security of the Ships; this I acquainted your Excellency of 
ſeveral times: During their Stay in Camp they moleſted no Man, nor had any 
Diſturbances with the Country People; this alſo you are well affured of, —It was 
never my Intention they ſhould fight, but the Engliſh hoiſted Moors Colours and

Leopard, and Robert Allen the Mate of the ſaid Snow, make oath and ſay, 
that on Wedneſday the 14th November laſt they left Govenpore and fell down the 
River till about three o Clock in the Afternoon; when they were off Fulta, the head- 

_ moſt of the Dutch Ships, then lying at anchor there, fired a Shot at them, upon 


which they immediately ſhortened fail in order to come to, but that the Dutch were 


fo impatient that they fired another Shot, which went through the Foreſail, upon 


Which they came to all ſtanding, and the Deponent Barclay went to the Dutch 
Colonel to know his Reaſon for ſtopping the Veſſel, but he refuſed to give any, 


and the Snow was ordered to be brought within their own Ships, and they ſent on 


board Twenty-five Europeans armed with Muſkets and fixed Bayonets, and as many 
 Mallays armed with Lances and Creſſes, and took poſſeſſion of the Veſſel; that on the 


15th in the Morning the Snow was hauled within the Dutch Ships, and Orders ſent | 


on board to take out all the Military Stores, which was accordingly ſet about imme- 


diately, and they took out of her all the ſmall Arms, Ship's Guns and Shot, Powder, 
Sec. with Seven Hundred and Eighty-five Shot and Shells of Sizes; in the 
Evening Orders came on board to withdraw all the Soldiers and Mallays from. on 


board except Six Europeans and a Corporal, they likewiſe took away all the Laſcars 


and ſent others in their room; they alſo took out the Pilot and put on board one 
| of the Mates of their Ships to take the Command, and that the Pendant was haul d 
down by order of the Fiſcal, and the Colours ordered to be hoiſted no more. Theſe Depo- 
nents further ſay, that on Saturday the 1 5th of November, in bringing the ſaid Snow 


up the River they run her aground, but got her off again, and that on Monday 


the 19th, through Miſmanagement of the Dutch, ſhe was run aſhore again, where 
ſhe lay athwart the Tide for a conſiderable Time, ſtraining and twiſting upon the 


Ground, during which Time the Engliſh Ships approaching, ſo frightened the Datch 


Commander that he would not take time to heave up the Stream Anchor, but cut 


the Cable and left it behind, and that on Tueſday the 2oth, when the Dutch Ships 
weighed, the Snow weighed likewiſe, and ſoon after was aground upon the Lee Shore, - 


where for want of a Boat to carry out an Anchor ſhe lay till the Tide ebbed, and 
when it was too late to endeavour to get her off they ſent a Meſſage on board from 


the Dutch Commodore, deſiring the commanding Officer on boaid of the Snow to 
come on board his Ship and bring us along with him; but the commanding Officer 
nat underſtancing the Moors, aſked them to interpret what the Peon ſaid, which they 


told him was, that the Commodore ſent for all the Dutchmen out of the Veſſel, and 
ordered that they ſhould remain in her, by which Means they got an Opportunity 


to make their Eſcape, but not till they ſaw ſeveral Boats come down from the Dutch

THOMAS Price, then Purſer of the ſaid Ship, depoſeth, that ſhe was then laden 
with Piece Goods, Rice and Sugar, and with ſome other Commodities, bur no other 
Military Stores than what were neceſſary for the Uſe of the Ship in a trading 
Voyage, on which ſhe was then bound to the Gulph of Perſia, and that the Captain 
having ordered him to attend the Pilot in carrying her down to Culpee, he went on 
board, and having weighed anchor fell down the River, till coming near Fulta the 
headmoſt of the Dutch Ships then at anchor there fired a Gun at them, which being 
only loaded with Powder they took no notice of; but that the Dutch Ships then 
fired three Guns at them, loaded with Ball, which obliged the Ketch to bring to, 
upon which there came on board from the faid Ships a Captain and Thirty Euro- 
peans, who took poſſeſſion of the Veſſel and carried this Deponent on board a Budg- 
row to the commanding Officer, who informed him that he detained the Ketch in 
conſequence of ſome of their Boats being ſtop'd at Tanna's Fort,—This Deponent 
further ſaith, that on Thurſday the fifteenth in the Morning, they ſent a Boat on 
board with an Officer, and took out their Guns, Powder, Ec. and before the Officer 
left the Veſſel, that he ordered the Colours to be ſtruck. —And this Deponent further 
faith, that ſeveral other Engliſh Veſſels were ſtop'd and detained on the ſame Day, 
which as this Deponent verily believes had no Sort of Military Stores on board,
